IT understand from Mr. Burnett and from Miss Neufeld that a 
vacancy has occurred or is about to occur in the headworkership of 
the University Settlement. Having completed my present work here, I 
am seeking further opportunities in social work, and would be very 
grateful if you will tell me the details regarding this position, for 
which I should like to be considered an applicant. Briefly my experience 
is as follows; 

Since graduating "cum laude” fwom Amherst College, in 1909, I 
have been Amherst Fellow at South End House,Boston,Mass. for two years; 
Assistant Headworker of the University Settlement of New York City for 
two years; Secrefary of the New York State Commission on Relief for 
Wbhdowed Mothers since September 1913, and of this Commission since 
August 6914. 

This has given me unusual opportunities to investigate and 
interpret social conditions and to work in hearty comradeship with 


men from all walks of life in their betterment. I have been fortunate 


in securing the friendship of many of the social workers here, and will
